Will Not Permit Barons 


to Deny Heat 


SUPERIOR. Wis., Sept 7— Ev- 


ery eft'ort should be put forth by 
Wisconsin and other states situated 
around Lake Michigan to bring 
about tho early construction of a 
water route to the Atlantic ocean, 
Gov. John J. Elaine said today jn 
speaking before the Tri-State fair 
here. 


The opening of such a route will 


mean "Jhe movement of 
western 


produce 'to world markets by the 
cheapest method, the enhancement 
of the economic life of the remotest 
sections of the country, and relief 
from tho present railroad stagna- 
tion and excessive freight rates," 
the governor declared. 
"It will bring to this section of 


the Northwest, at a reasonable cost 
of transportation," he added, "the 
fuel so necessary to maintain life 
and industry, and it will mean" 
more- than that: it will mean the 
bringing together of the East and 


in a more harmonious in- 


dustrial arrangement, and it will 
link up one of the great granaries 
of the world with the rest of the 
world, by means of ocean transpor- 
tation. 


I know there will be those who 


will denounce any such governmen- 
tal activity as a species of social- 
ism, but call it what you may, civi- 
lization wlli never permit the call- 
ing of names to stand in the way 
of social, economic and industrial 
development 


"Tuomng from 
the thought of 


water transportation, what I have 
said regarding: civilization is as 
true with respect to coal. 


"If those who perchance, 
have 


the paper title to the coal .fields of 
the United States stand in tho way,

ionic management, sewing, cooking, 
lursing, laundry work and the care 
yf a model apartment, at the voca- 
tional school, when work is. started- 
;n its new $550,000 home-early in 
September. Work is to be offered 
idults as well as younger girls iri 
theso practical home courses. 


Men taking work in other nrac- 


lical branches 
of the' vocational 


>chool will also bo interested in the 
domestic science work for arrange- 
ments have been made to Lave the 
work of the girls in this department

The laundry rooms are 
provided with 
electric 
equipment 


and with hand power machines for 
old fashioned training in the same 
field as well. 


Girls taking work in home man- 


agement courses will work along 
in groups of four. After taking the 
regular training in the kitchen 
work, including all types of1 cook- 


ing, tho group passe* on to laundry 
work and after this is finished and 
a satisfactory record made in the 
work, the-group goes to the cafe- 
teria and receives more 
practical 


training, here in the preparation of 
food in quantities. 


The culmination of the training 


in the home management 
course 


comes with the care of the model 
apartment located on the,center of 
the Carroll street side of the floor. 
This apartment includes an attract- 
ively furnished living room, kitchen, 
bed 'rooin, bath, vestibule, and but- 
ler's pantry. 
' Each group of girls is allowed a 
sum of money" to take care of the

65 girls will enroll in the full time 
courses in this work, a far larger 
number, it is certain, will take these 
courses during part time during the 
day and at night school. At least 
2,500 students are expected to en- 
roll in all courses during the first 
school year. 


Sewing and millinery \vork are 


also included in the 
domestic _sci- 


ence curriculum. The sewing roonu 
are notable for their lighting facil- 
ities, good natural light baing availi 
able during the day and an abund- 
ance of artificial li;ht about eaei

people, taking

sewing room has a fitting room ad- 
joining conveniently. 


The millinery room is located next 


to the large sewing tosgn on the cor- 
ner of the floor and also adjoining 
the serving room of the cafeteria.

The rail- 
roads got the land and a part of, the 
profits on the timber. 
Their mon- 


eyed confederates 
and politicians 


got the rest. Of what God gave 
this nation, of what our forefathers 
saved to us in patriotic service, we 
have left the right to t>uy devastated 
land at fabulous prices. For timber 
and lumber we go to remote parts 
of the earth. 
For that which we 


ought1 to have at home we pay ex- 
cessive freight and fabulous profits 
to middlemen. I pause to ask you 
what a profound difference it would 
hav0 made to this day had our leg- 
islation onjthis subject always been 
standardized to 
fundamentals and 


our public servants always been 
mindful of real public service. 


'But this powerful political or- 


ganization did not stop here, nor 
do they ever stop anywhere, or for 
anything. The trust; which was cre- 
ated to build .the roads was further 
shamefully violated. 
Most of the 


old companies through unscupulous 
officers, 
farmed out to subsidiary 


companies, made up of their own 
'men, the building 
of sections, of 


their road at prices which enriched 
the few in power, bankrupted the 
roads, brought on foreclosures and 
froze out and defrauded 
the rauk 


and file of tho 
stockholders and 


many legitimate claimants. 


'•As a result of methods developed 


by modern genius in the great fi- 
nancial game, the great moneyed fi- 
terests of the East as a result of 
activties, have succeeded in having 
themselves named as trustees in a 
large_ majority of railroad and pub- 
lic utility mortgages 
in which the 


savings 
of 
the 
whole 
people 


of 
the 
United 
States 
are in- 


volved. 
The powers entrusted to 


them under these mortgages give 
them a firm hold on the savings of 
our people, and I assert, that the 
trust companies of New York and 
their connections, by reason of the 
facts to which I have called atten- 
tion, control more capital than any 
other combination of men or insti- 
tutions in the United States, but z.s 
is to be 
expected 
from men who 


tome to occupy positions as trus- 
tees, as a result of solicitation, they 
have performed their duties ques- 
tionably . and to their own grossly 
large financial profit. 


"Periodically the trust companies 


of New York and their officers and 
directors have organized themselves 
into a self-constituted 
reorganiza- 


tion committee and have in turn so- 
licited through advertisements and 
threats the deposit with themselves 
of bonds, held by innocent clients 
and investors throughout the United 
States, They have forced the small 
owner of bonds to place them in 
their 
hands 
for 
collection under 


contracts that are worse than those 
taken by pawnbrokers. 
Having ob- 


tained control of the bonds under 
such mortgages, they evolve a so- 
called plan of reorganization, the 
effect of which is to give them large 
compensation 
for 
themselves and 


their attorneys, and to compel other 
small investors to either employ 
them or submit themselves to'the 
tender mercies of a foreclosure ac- 
tion in the federal courts. 


Esch-Cummins Law 


"When 
long 
existing 
railroad 


mismanagement was demonstrated 
by tho necessities of war, the Gov- 
ernment took over the control of the 
roads. We could suffer mismanage- 
ment in times of peace. It was then 
called socialism or some other "ism" 
for anyone to attack the manifest 
evils or advocate governmen: owner- 
ship of the railways. 
The trained 


railroad managers offered their pre- 
tended patriotic services to run the 
roads fo the Government i.nd so far 
as serving the public in transporta- 
tion, mismanaged 
the 
roads 
far 


worse than before the war. 
This 


was all for the purpose of breaking 
down 
any 
prospect of continued 


Government control of ownership. 


"Then • when the war was over 


they laid their mismanagement to 
the Government, and preached for 
the return of the roads to private 
control. 
Then came the infamous 


Esch-Cummins Act—unfair to labor 
in every respect—and the most gi- 
gantic steal 
of 
this age on the 


American people. 


"The Government was 
thereby 


made to guarantees to the roads an 
income for six months equal to the 
rental during the war. 
Under that 


guaranty the Government has made 
good t. the tune of nearly $600,000,- 
000 in cold cash. 


"The United States was also made 


to guarantee a net profit thereafter 
of 5ij or GCt per annum, figured on 
aggregate value—which is ?7,000,- 
000.000 higher than actual value. 


"This means 5% or G9i of 57,000,- 


000,000 of water and wind. 


"The Interstate Commerce Cora- 


mission was given the mandate to 
increase rates so as to make the 
guaranty good, r.nd it has started 
to do so. 


"VTe are taxed 
now by freight 


rates in order that the roads may 
earn dividends on nothing—for this 
$",000,000,000 is lest thar wind and 
water — it represents 
absolutely 


nothing. 
"Thus on actual 
physical value 


the roads are made to earn 9 or 109c- 
Both passenger and -rei^ht rates 
have been increased so that nobody 
ships who can avoid it, and people 
find it easier to walk, or stay at 
home than ride. 
•'It has strangled commercial en- 


terprise throughout the cour.try and 
destroys all prospect of prosperity. 
The farmers of Minnesota, for in- 
stance, are planning to burn corn 
dioring this coming iririter, whic^i 
wculd feed the starving millions of 
the worlc. 
Middlemen have made 


the price so low, and Uie Esch-Cum- 
-»ins law has 
made the rate* to 


high, that it is. cheaper to burn•& 
than to buy coal aridVpay -the,freight. 


"Now they are planning to.lower 


the wages of the railroad, men 'un- 
der other provisions'of, this ..same, 
iniquitous measure. 
We may ex-i. 


pect rates to go up, and wages to 
go down, and other wrongs to pre- 
vail, till the long suffering American, 
people • arise in their • democratic 
wrath and power, and take the roads 
over, either by virtue of some.form 
of. real government .control or by 
virtue of actuai government owner- 
ship. 
^ 


"Money so controlled right here 


in Wisconsin down to 1900 that'one- 
leading lobbyist for the mohey crowd 
made his brag, and truthfully, that" 
in twenty, years not one piece of leg- 
islation has passed, which they had 
opposed, and not one item of propos- 
ed legislation liad fulled "to pass 
•which they had supported.' I am not 
assuming by any means that all men 
in politics or in business were dis- 
honest 'in those days. 
Much that 


was done was done insiduously— 
underhandedly. Selfish, leaders who 
were lining their pockets and bui.d- 
ing up vast fortunes were devoting 
much time 
profitably to politics, 


while the" rank "and file of our citi- 
zenship—farmers, 
laborers 
and 


business men were so busy with their 
own affairs ay to forget that their 
government was their own. They 
paid little heed to their vot« or pub- 
lic affairs. Their voice and power 
and influence lay dormant while the 
enemies of democracy and of the 
very principles which 
made 
and 


make 
us a great nation—were 


twisting our state and country out 
of line with the ends and purposes 
of 
our ' constitutional forefathers 


and 
revolutionary 
patriots. 
The 


controlling politicians fought 
the 


Civil War over in every 
political 


campaign, arousing patriotism on 
past events and settled propositions, 
while they industriously kept their 
real purposes under cover and self- 
ishly uridermined the representative 
government 
of 
the 
forefathers. 


Hero 
in 
Wisconsin, aided by the 


packed caucus and the manipulated 
convention system, they controlled 
politics and public policy—wrote the 
railroad laws, taxed themselves and 
others and cast the burden on farms 
and home owners. We could stand 
this better in pioneer days, but as 
the state developed in spite of them, 
and society became organized, the 
burdens we had come to bear became 
manifestly oppressive 
and 
there 


came a time for another kind of re- 
action—a reaction to the real repre- 
sentative 
government 
the 
fore- 


fathers intended we should have; a 
government in which the will of the 
people should be the supreme law 
of the land. The movement, which 
has to some extent 
taken 
hold 


throughout the nation, to right sim- 
ilar conditions and 
undo similar 


wrongs, had its start right here in 
Wisconsin. Every inch of the way, 
it has been bitterly opposed by the 
interests which might profit by the 
continuance of the evils it was de- 
signed to destroy. 


"The men who dared to under- 


take the mighty task; who threw 


their lives and their fortunes into 
this great movement, have .of course,, 
been the objects of all the hatred of. 
special privilege. 
They have been 


lied about, called 'creators of class 
matred, damagogucs,' socialists,' 'l~. 
W. W's.,, labor manipulators, free 
love advocates,'office seekers, pros- 
perity wreckers,-destroyers of repre- 
sentative - government, and 'traitors. 


"A brief review of the history 


of the 25 years of this fight right 
here in Wisconsin • will. suffice, to 
demonstrate the oid, old' alignment 
of forces contending for and against 
the gr,eat fundamentals of .democ-.1 
racy since civilization began. 


"The 
forces of democracy here 


made their first fight a fight for real 
representative 
government. 
They 


demanded 
tha 
destruction of the 


packed caucus and manipulated con- 
vention system,-and the substitution 
of a real democratic ..primary 
in 


which every citizen would be en- 
titled to participate in government. 
We wanted real representatives of 
the people, not representatives of 
special privilege. We wanted real 
representative 
• government. 
We 


wanted to make political platforms, 
contracts, 
and 
wanted them ful- 


filled. 
"Wo wanted 
representatives to 


represent and not to defeat the will 
of the voters. We fought the idea 
that .platform 
promises are mere 


scraps of paper to catch votes. We 
were sick of betrayal here in Wis- 
consin. We wanteil our government 
to meet the ideals of the patriots 
who made it. 
"In spite of an overwhelming vic- 


tory at the polls in 1900 and plat- 
form promises as binding on every 
legislator as on Gov. La Follette, 
the legislature of 1901 was manipu- 
lated by the forces of what my dear 
old friend Judge Webb calied bar- 
rel'politics, so that the platform 
promises were defeated. The fight 
fpr representative government went 
back to the people in 1902, and in 
spite of the fabulous expenditure of 
mony and dispensation of federal 
patronage there was another, vic- 
tory. 
But the foes of democracy, 


by their insidius methods and pow- 
er, stayed the hand of the people 
again. Their lobbyists did things in 
those days that made' the patriots 
of '76 turn over in their graves. 


"The fight went on and in 1903 


and 1905, after the most strenuous 
battles of political history, the peo- 
ple ruled in Wisconsin. 


"We have backslid on occasions. 


'Eternal vigilance is the rice of lib- 
erty.' 
Conflicting ambitions have 


sometimes sacrificed and stayed pro- 
gress, but on the whole, Wisconsin 
remains the most progressive state 
in the Union, the best example of 
real democracy in the world. Wis- 
consin is the. guiding star amongst 
the constellation, to which all lov- 
ers of democracy may point with 
pride. 


•"This long and continuous fight 


here is but a part of''the great fight 
always on everywhere between these 
contending forces, 


"When we stood for fairer meth- 


ods of taxation, they fought to save 
the dollar, the god spelled with a

public burdens, -and 


that society should take over the 
whole obligation. 


"We proposed to help those who 


were compelled to suffer the extra- 
ordinary hazard of active railroad- 
ing, to a square deal. We believed 
in the abolishment or modification 
of unjust common law defenses. To 
that end we proposed such laws as 
the ' Employers' Liability act. 
We 


recognized the value of life, and al- 
Icwed for the proportionate measure 
of fault. 
The same forces bitterly 


contested this in Congress and the 
courts. 
The same interests have 


long sought to substitute for this, 
wholesome 
measure 
a 
so-called 


Workman's Compensation Act. This 
is done manifestly to save dollars. 
They would give less value 'to'" the 
blood 
and flesh of working men. 


But for the great fight of organized 
railroad men and the help of such 
men as Hoke Smith and La Follette, 
this travesty on justice, an act de- 
signed to exempt employers from 
liability to the extent of 75 to 90 
per cent, of just compensation, mis- 
named a Workmen's Compensation 
Act, would now be a national law. 


"This brings me to the one great 


error committed by some progressive 
loaders here in Wisconsin, which it 
is perhaps not too 'late to rectify. 
We enacted a so-called Workmen's 
Compensation • Act 
in 
' Wisconsin. 


The Progressives really thought it 
a. measure which would work _ out 
justice to men. who suffered" injury 
in dangerous 'occupations. The argu- 
ment put forth', to sustain such an 
act was that any particular business 
should be charged with the cost or 
damage arising out of the ordinary 
and peculiar risk and hazard of such 
business. The logic of that argu- 
ment is sound, but when we came 
to enact that law, we erred in not 
making it directly responsive'to1 that, 
argument. 
True, we provided that 


tho business be charged with a small 
part of such loss. 
To that 
event 


we were right. We provided, how- 
ever, with certain exceptions, that 
no matter Ivow or why an injury 
occurred in an industry, the some 
rate of compensation should be paid. 
If due to the ordinary and peculiar 
risk and hazard of the business, the 
compensation is the same as if due 
wholly or partly to the negligence 
of the employer. 
fFor the sake of 


accuracy I state there are certain 
exceptions, unimportant, however, to 
my argument.) 


"Any business independent of the 


master's 
negligence, 
'should 
be 


charged with at least some of the 
loss due to the ordinary risk nnd 
hazard peculiar to it. That is sim- 
"le justice and sound in economics. 
But'it is unjust to the working man 
to exempt the employer from lia- 
bility for any 'portion of damages 
due to a wrong occasioned by neg- 
ligence or other wrongdoing. Every 
man or organization should -be made 
responsible for a full and just meas- 
ure of damages to any one to whom 
a wrong is done -which proximately 
causes such damage. The mere fact 
that the particular relation of mas- 
ter.and servant exists should fur- 
nish no exemption 
from 
liability 


either in full or in part for the 
wrong of one to the other. If a man 
negligently runs you down with an 
automobile he is liable to you for 
full damages. 
If that same man 


does you an equivalent wrong and 
injury while you are engaged in his 
industry (save in railroading in in- 
terstate epmmerse) he is exempted 
from 'liability for the wrong, and 
gets off by paying yog a small per

the courts say on a fair trial that 
thnre was no negligence of the mas 
tor and that instead the loss was 
duo to tho said risk and hazard of 
the business, then the compensation 
should be awarded under the Com- 
pensation Act. 
If, however, it is 


found that there was wrong done 
tho one re»ponsible should be made 
to pay full damages. There should 
be no exemption from liability for 
wrongdoing in the United States of 
America. In our own state consti- 
tution it is provided that "Every 
person is entitled to a certain rem- 
edy in the laws for all injuries or 
wrongs which he may receive in his 
person; * * * he ought to obtain 
justice freely 
* * * completely 


and without denial" etc. Does this 
mean anything less than complete 
and full justice? If it means com- 
plete and full justice, then exemp- 
tion from liability in whole or in 
part is contrary to this profound 
clause of our constitution. 


"I have seen cases in my practice 


where men have been put into man 
traps in industries and their hands 
cut off or the like through the most 
manifest negligence of employers. 
I httvo had to turn such men to the 
Industrial Commission for an award 
of compensation, so small 
as 
to 


make mo ashamed to tell them -whet 
it would be. I freely concede that a 
compensation 
act 
responsive to 


the theory and argument upon which 
is v-as supposed to bo based, may 
justly and adequately take care of 
many situations. I am for such a 
law, for the protection of laborers 
in the industries and on the rail- 
roads, as to all accidents found to 
bn due to the ordinary and peculiar 
risk and hazard of tho business. But 
I urn opposed to tha application of 
such a law to cases where wrong 
has been committed by the ear.ploy- 
cr. 


"Humanitarian principles demand 


that the remedies for wrongdoing 
bo re-established, with such amend- 
ments as will establish a rule of 
comparotivo negligence, no that con- 
tributory nosligencc shall not be a 
complete defense, and such as wiU 
abolish the defense of 
assumed 


ris.k, and the fellow servant doc- 
trine. Neither of 
these defenses 


cv!)r had any sound reason to sus- 
tain them, especially as they devel- 
oped in our law through tne work 
of some judges, whose training and 
thought were wholly at variance 
with tho humanitarian fundamentals 
of democracy. 


"The dp-fcnse of assumed risk was 


bused on the theory that if a laborer 
was furnished with 
a defective or 


unsafe machine or tho like, he ns- 
sumcd tho risk of working there- 
with, and if injured because of a 
master's said negligence, h0 had no 
cause of action. The fellow servant 
doctrine was 
an 
extension of the 


same rule to men, If a man worked 
besiclo a careless fellow worker, he 
assumed tho risk of that danger. 
Tho courts finally so absurdly ex- 
tended this doctrine that this de- 
fense prevailed 
against 
any man 


injured by reason of the negligence 
of 
another employee no matter 


whore situated. 
In fact, a loco.rr.o- 


t\9e- fireman or other train operative 
could liavc been fired out of court on 
the defense that 
a 
telegraph op- 


erator was negligent. The decisions 
mado the telegraph operator a fel- 
low 
servant of a train operative 


ev«n though tho men were unac- 
quainted 
and 
many miles apart. 


These defenses were all abominable 
in the light of reason applied to 
our modern Hfo and industry. 


"We must stand by tho Federal 


Employers' 
Liability Act 
is 
the 


main. It'has worked-a God's bles- 
sing for railroad.men and their fam- 
ilies. Let no set of money grabbers 
take this away, or substitute any 
misnamed 
compensation act. 
In- 


utoad let it be strengthened, as has 
the Safety Appliance and Locomo- 
tive Boiler Acts, so as to wipe out 
tho old unjust defense of assumed 
risk. 


"Thkfie who have opposed tha 


humanitarian measures, I have spe- 
cifically considered! have likewise 
and for similar reasons, opposed a 
iiiat development of national child 
labor laws, the 
Safety Appliance 


and Locomotive Acts, the hours of 
labor 
laws, and all efforts which 


have been made to gain and maintain 
a humanitarian wage, a just share 
in the profits of industry in which 
labor is such an important element. 
They have fought all efforts to pro- 
vide for such hours of service as 
will permit men to divide the twen- 
ty-four hours fairly between work, 
recreation, refreshment, and sleep. 
For the sake of gain, they would 
deny men to their families. Life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness 
rro 
their very own. according to 


their conception of things. 


"Another all important 
proposi- 


tion demonstrates the same align- 
ment. 
It has long since been es- 


tablished and no one dare gainsay 
.ths fact, that the money interests 
have ingeniously set themselves up 
aa middlemen between the producers 
snd consumers of the land. 


"Th0 farmer's food products have 


scarcely furnished a price to him, 
savt in tho stress of war times, by 
which he^could gain a fair wage for 
his toil. Hours of service with him 
ir« from before daylight until after 
dark, • and with farm wora«n it is 


. ev«n worse. It 
is a'case of "A 


man's work goes with the sun, but 
» woman's work is never done," 


"Ttu consumer of farm»r'» prod- 


ucts however, pays a price -which 
takes th« Ja*t hard earned dollar at 
the *nd of the month,- to pay the 
'bills. On the other hand the pro- 
ducers of -the metropolitan centers 


men — gain scarce a live- 


lihood and yet their products reach 
the farmers at prices which despoil 
the scant earnings on the farm. 


"Who is to blame for all .this? 


Who is it that makes potatoes worth 
$ ____ in Sievens Point and worth 
$ ____ in Milwaukee? Who is it in 
Milwaukee that makes binders for 
$.... and sells them 
in 
Stevens 


Point for ?....? 
No one would 


complain of a fair 
profit. Why 


should it be more than .fair? 
This 


situation at least merits investiga 
tion; something is wrong. 


"Every effort labor has made to 


find a remedy for 
this 
manifest 


wrong haa been met by the assault 
of the money power -which has its 
hands on the situation that lies be- 
tween. When the farmers organize 
to locate and exterminate this oc- 
topus to our national life and our 
individual 
happiness 
they 
are 


damned even worse; they are even 
called free love advocates; the sil- 
liest booby cry ever uttered by tha 
scared and unscrupulous monopolis- 
tic outfit. 
This 
same crowd has 


fought every effort to obtain a fair 
marketing bill every effort for an 
investigation 
into this condition 


which everyone knows is rotten. 
They have opposed and lied about 
every organization or effort which 
has sought to bring producers and 
consumers nearer together or which 
might make possible the handling, 
transportation, 
and delivering 
of 


products at a fair profit to those who 
render the service. 


"I long for the day when labor 


will "be thoroughly well organized. 
It has done much; it has much yet 
to do. I long still more to see the 
farmers 
thoroughly organize. 
I 


pray that some day the producers 
and consumers of this land may be 
able to co-operate-* through their or- 
jranizations and otherwise. 
I be- 


lieve that the rank and file in "our 
great democracy can be trusted to 
be fair and just, and to live in ac- 
cord with the great 
fundamentals 


of which I speak today. I do not 
believe it is possible to build up 
a bad organization out of so many 
pood men. Men and 
women who 


appreciate life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happiness; who believe' in 
government with the consent of the 
governed, , who bolieva in equal 
rights 
to 
all, who are willing to 


fight special privilege and are for 
;he very life of democracy, will bet- 
ter serva these great fundamentals 
than men or organizations of the 
other type. 


"I do not want to see any organi- 


zation of common folk unfair to any 
man or any interest. 
I should be 


sorely grieved to see such organi- 
zation as unfair to the rich as the 


organizations of the rich have been 
to th«m. I prefer that the common 
peopl*, of Whom Lincoln «aid: 'God 
must lov« them or he -would -not 
hav* «ade so many of th*m" ahow 
tfc« -werid a r«al example in democ- 
racy, which will bring the men of 
power and wealth 
to understand 


'that wealth honestly gained is safefc 
under the jrotectfon-of a «al de- 
mocracy, and that after all, life and 
liberty end th« pursuit of real hap- 
pineas are to* paramount things 
cor human concern. 


"We. must all live up to the glorl- 


.ous ideals of our democracy. They 
mean so much for real humanitar- 
uuusin.--It affords us the opportun- 
ity to live down the years in a Godly 
service. America's birth'- was In- 
spired. 
We were foreordained to 


lead the world from darkness to 
light; from tyranny to liberty; from 
autocracy to democracy. Let u» per- 
form our Godly mission by being 
true to the ideals which inspired our 
origin. We have it in our hands, 
men and women, to establish the 
brotherhood of man and to do *o ia 
but 'to recognize the fatherhood of 
God. 


"Here in Wisconsin Mrhere "On 


Wisconsin" means all it says, we are 
especially 
admonished that 
"the 


blessings of a free government can 
only be maintained by a firm adher 
ence to justice, moderation, temper- 
ance, frugality a-nd virtue arid by 
frequent recurrence to fundamental 
principles." This is quoted from the 
most democratic constitution in' the 
world, of the state whose record for 
progressive democracy encircles the 
globe and has been an 
inspiration 


to men and women everywhere, who 
are struggling to make the world a 
better p*ace for human beings to 
live."

Clinging To The Secrecy Lid 


Harding Administration to Keep Doors Closed On Dis- 


armament Meet. 


(From.The New Republic) 


T 


HE administration has decided, so we gather from the Wash 
injfton dispatches, to hold the Disarmament Conference be 


hind closed doors. It qualifies the news by assuring to the 
American public an accurate and complete daily account of the 
a-ansactions and proceedings; but this account will not be a lit- 
eral transcript. It has to be edited. While the State Depart- 
ment has not officially and formally announced the decision, the 
intimations from Washington all point towards the exclusion 
of the press. 


Those who dislike, as we do, the idea of a closed conference 


should take care to understand and do justice to the motives 
which prompted the decision. The most plausible argument in 
its favor would run something as follows. The Conference, par 
ticularly in its handling of the problem of the Pacific, will deal 
with a group of ambiguous, delicate, unstable and dangerous in 
ternational relationships. 
Its handling of these questions needs 


lo be both conciliatory and candid. , But the public official dis 
cussion of questions which arouse fierce passions and whose dis 
position involves the welfare of millions, makes it difficult to 
combine a conciliatory spirit and a successful result with the de 
eirable amount of candor. Diplomats distrust the behavior of 
public opinion during the process of a delicate and critical nego- 
tiationi It is in public that candor often degenerates into in 
discretion. 
A frank revelation of the policy of their own gov 


eminent or of their objections to the policies of other govern- 
ments might start a ferment in the press which would render 
any final agreement much more difficult. 
Popular opinion with 


respect to questions of international policy is both ignorant and 
inflammable. Unless it is soothed and managed, it is likely to 
get out of hand and create an atmosphere of public recrimina 
lion which will prevent the more conciliatory and manageable 
processes of diplomacy from reaching a formula of agreement. 


The argument possesses force. 
The tendency of public 


opinion in a democracy to lose coolness and self-possession in 
the discussion of vital questions of foreign policy sufficiently ex- 
plains why foreign policy has usually escaped popular control. 
But the argument disregards one important consideration. Pub- 
lic opinion is ignorant and inflammable about questions of for- 
eign'policy chiefly because diplomats have-conducted the foreign 
jifl'airs of their countries in secret and have allowed only ambig- 
uous and garbled versions of what was actually taking place to 
reach the public eye. 
They are doubtless more candid, with one 


another than they are with the public, but this candor results in 
fruitful discussion only within narrow limits. It 'has been part 
of their business to keep the strong box of Foreign Offices well 
stocked with suspicions and to harbor injurious designs against 
other countries which they did not care to reveal. They rarely 
dared to be candid about matters of large importance. Bismarck 
took advantage of this atmosphere of deception to use frankness 
as a device with which to fool his diplomatic opponents. 
As 


they could not believe that he was telling the truth he frequent- 
ly tempted them to double cross themselves. "Considering the 
history and the usual outcome of diplomatic negotiations during 
the nineteenth century it is credulously optimistic to expect a 
sufficiently frank ventilation of differences among nations to 
take place in secret. There is an intimate connection between 
secrecy and deception and between candor and publicity.
